The cheesemaker earns

With 5000 pounds of milk, and mak­ 
ing about 500 pounds of cheese,

earns about $5 per day 
or $150 per 
month. 
If you had half that quanti­ 
ty of milk, the 
maker 
would earn 
only $75 a month unless you paid him 
at a higher rate than le per pound. 
You can get 
complete 
equipment 
for a one-vat eheest factory including 
bonier, steam engine, separator 
and 
everything else for about $3000. 
To figure the farmer’s pay for 100 
pounds of 4 per cent milk which will 
make about

you should first look up the market 
quotations on the price of cheese

the Plymoth cheese board 
for that 
week which 
might 
be 
23c. 
From 
this, subtract 3 or 4 cents as the cost 
of making the cheese. 
Of this cost, 
lc is for labor and the rest for sup­ 
plies, such as salt, boxes, bandages, 
etc. 
The difference, 19c, goes to the 
farmers, and with 10 pounds he gets 
$1.90 for 100 pounds of 4 per

controlled conditions

reports the County Agent, have told 
of experiences which m eant a loss of

m ight be cited, has proven conclusive 
ly that certified seed will

over home grown seed will pay

Some of the high points in the dis 
cussion on growing soybeans in Mis 
sissippi County given hv the County 
Agent in the Monday afternoon ses 
sion of the F arm ers’ 
Instituted 
ar 
repeated herewith for the benefit 
of 
m any 
Mississippi 
Countians 
who 
were unable to he present. 
Soybeans can he planted 
in 
row 
and cultivated, or seeded 
solid with 
a w heat drill, hut in any even cat 
m ust be taken 
to 
hold 
down 
the 
grow th of grass and 
wreeds 
d u rin g 
the first six weeks in order to 
giv 
the beans a chance to 
get s ta rte d 
As soybeans start off rath er slowly 
cultivation 
with 
corn 
tools when 
planted in rows, or with drag harrow 
or ro ta ry hoe when planted solid 
necessary. 
Five varieties have been found to 
do well in M is s is s ip p i County. T hese 
include Laredo, for 
seed, 
hay 
and 
plowing under; V irginia 
for 
seed 
and h ay; Wilson fo r seed and 
hay 
M am m oth Yellow for 
planting 
in 
corn to pasture or hog 
off. 
or for 
seed, and M ammoth 
Brown, a 
re 
cently introduced v arie ty for plant 
ing in corn or for seed. 
The practice of 
planting 
Laredo 
beans in wheat in the spring is 
in­ 
creasing rapidly and it is conserva 
tively estim ated th a t 
several 
th o u ­ 
sand acres of grow ing wheat will he 
seeded to this v ariety between 
the 
10th and 25th of A pril. 
Most of the 
farm ers who have tried this practice 
out during the past two years, 
have 
found it possible to 
cut 
a 
crop of 
beans in the fall eith er for 
hay or 
for seed, and some have plowed un 
der wonderful grow ths 
and 
then to 
plant back to w heat in the 
fall. It 
is possible that the planting of beans 
in 
grow ing 
w heat 
will not 
bring 
about results quite as satisfactory if 
the season happens to be rath e r dry 
before or shortly a f te r w’heat is cut. 
The experience of g ro w ers who have 
tried out 
this 
plan 
indicates that 
good results can he 
secured 
under 
conditions of excessive 
m oisture 
in 
the spring or when plenty of 
ra in ­ 
fall has been available to keep

beans alive in com petition

when shaded by m a tu rin g wheat. 
Soybean hay put up green, as 
in 
the case of alfalfa or red clover, has 
been found equal to the best alfalfa 
hay for dairy cows. 
The possibilities for grow ing so y ­ 
beans in a rotation w ith other crops 
offers the best plan thus far devised 
for m aintaining 
or 
im proving 
the 
fertliyti of the sandy soils 
of M is­ 
sissippi County. 
W here beans 
have 
never

grown, innoeulation of 
the 
seed is 
advisable for best results. 
The in- 
noculation bean crop adds to the f e r ­

The Hog Price Outlook For 1929 
On January 1, 1921. many 
farm 
ers were so disgusted w ith the priori 
of hog* 
that 
they "swore off” 
«iff | 
them by making New Year's resolu I 
tions. 
Many 
other 
producers 
did 
likewise, and as a result receipts of 
hogs at the m a r k e ts giadtially 
de 
creased and prices went up 
to rela 
lively high peaks. 
Those who 
had 
gone out of or reduced hog produc 
tion then found themselves with 
hut j 
few hogs to sell and cuold 
not take! 
advantage of the high prices. 
I,atei 
some of them 
got 
hack 
in. which! 
caused supplies 
to 
increase. 
This, j 
combined with 
an 
unforeseen 
in j 
crease in hog production 
in foreign 
countries, with consequent decreas- i 
ed foreign demand for pork produc 
tion from the United 
States, 
again 
brought h<»g prices down 
to 
a low 
level in 1927. 
Since then, hog prices 
have been generally unsatisfactory 
with the exception of the summer of 
1928. 
The results of the December, 1928 
pig survey indicates a decrease 
of 
about five per cent in the total 
fall 
pig crop as compared to the fall crop 
fo 1927. 
Reports 
of 
intensions 
to 
breed for spring farrowing 
in 
1929 
point to a decrease of about 
7

cent in the number of sows farrow­

reports the County Agent, have told

money to them with respect

Since hills selection, which moans 
the picking out of seed from hills in 
which there are a goodly number of 
medium szie potatoes, is not ordinar­ 
ily practical for the average grow­ 
er, Mr. Hawkins advised using cer­ 
tified seed produced under 
inspection 
w hiefj^d iminates to a large 
extent, 
diseases found in the fields. 
The ex­ 
perience 
of 
local 
growers, among 
whom Charles French of Charleston 
might be cited, has proven conclusive­ 
ly that certified seed will 
out 
yield 
home grown seed, and that returns 
over home grown seed will pay 
for 
the extra cost many times over. 
Another factor in growing 
more 
and

rather than more acres, 
is 
that of 
cutting potatoes

Soybeans a Crop For Every Farm 


Some of the high points in the dis­ 
cussion on growing soybeans in Mis­ 
sissippi County given by the County 
Agent in the Monday afternoon ses­ 
sion of the Farmers’ 
Instituted 
are 
repeated herewith for the benefit 
of 
many 
Mississippi 
Countian* 
who 
were unable to be present. 
Soybeans can be planted 
in 
rows 
and cultivated, or seeded 
solid with 
a wheat drill, but in any even care 
must l>e taken 
to 
hold 
down 
the 
growth of grass and 
weeds 
during 
the first six weeks in order to 
give 
the beans a chance to 
get started. 
As soybeans start off rather slowly 
cultivation 
with 
corn 
tools when 
planted in rows, or with drag harrow 
or rotary hoe when planted solid, is 
necessary. 
Five varieties have been found to 
do well in Mississippi County. These 
include Laredo, for 
seed, 
hay 
and 
plowing under; Virginia 
for 
seed 
and hay; Wilson for seed and 
hay; 
Mammoth Yellow for 
planting 
in 
corn to pasture or hog 
off. 
or for 
seed, and Mammoth Brown, a 
re­ 
cently introduced variety for plant 
ing in corn or for seed. 
The practice of 
planting 
I.aredo 
beans in wheat in the spring is 
in­ 
creasing rapidly and it is conserva­ 
tively estimated that 
several 
thou­ 
sand acres of growing wheat will he 
seeded to this variety between 
the 
19th and 25th of April. 
Most of the 
farmers who have tried this practice 
out during the past two years, 
have 
found 
it possible to 
cut 
a crop of 
beans 
in the fall either for hay or 
for seed, and some have plowed u n­ 
der wonderful growths 
and then 
to 
plant back to wheat in the fall. 
It 
is possible that the planting of beans 
in 
growing 
wheat 
will not 
bring 
about results quite as satisfactory if 
the season happens to be rather dry 
before or shortly after wheat is cut. 
The experience of growers who have 
tried out 
this 
plan 
indicates that 
good results can be 
secured 
under 
conditions of excessive moisture in 
the spring or when plenty of 
rain­ 
fall has been available to keep 
the 
l>eans alive in competition 
with 
or 
when 
shaded by m aturing wheat. 
Soybean hay put up green, as 
in 
the case of alfalfa or red clover, has 
been found equal to the best alfalfa 
hay for' dairy cows. 
The possibilities for growing soy­ 
beans in a rotation with other crops 
offers the best plan thus far devised 
for maintaining 
or 
improving 
the 
fertliyti of the sandy soils 
of Mis­ 
sissippi County. 
Where beans 
have 
never 
been 
grown, innoculation of 
the 
seed is 
advisable for best results. 
The in 
noculation bean crop adds to the fer 
tility of the soil even though part of 
the growth (that above ground) 
is 
removed.

DORMANT SPRAY FOR FRUIT 
TREES IS IMPORTANT 


Farm 
manure 
hauled 
directly 
from barn to field in Ohio is w’orth 
65 cents a ton more 
than similar 
manure piled 
four 
months in 
the 
barn yard and then 
hauled to 
the 
field. 
This 
experiment, 
which has 
been in progress 
for 
33 years, 
il­ 
lustrates how manure loses its 
fer­ 
tility 
value 
through 
leaching and 
fermentation unless it is spread 
on 
the land immediately. 
Tests at practically 
every experi­ 
ment tsation show that loading farm 
manure directly into a spreader and 
hauling it out before soluble portions 
have a chance to escape is by far the 
more profitable method of handling. 
The manure spreader saves time and 
and labor and helps to increase crop 


The dormant spray for fruit trees, 
which may be applied in the fall be­ 
fore freezing weather, hut which

Lime 
sulphur 
is

best spray material under most con­ 
ditions and should be applied with a 
power spray. 


Since investigations at many

periment stations indicate that 
ap­ 
proximately 
three-fourths 
of

nitrogen fed in a balanced ration is 
excreted in the liquid and solid m a­ 
nure, proper handling 
of 
soybeans
